A Tribute to Mrs. Elliott 



Mrs. Maud Howe Elliott (1854' 1948) was an outstanding leader in the founding 
of the Four Arts. The Society is indebted to her for brilliant leadership in its early 
years, for inspiration always, and for the lustre cast upon the Society by her 
distinguished name. Her qualities of mind and spirit helped to establish the Socie- 
ty on a high plane. Her deep interest assured success. Her importance to the Society 
was signally recognized many years ago when she was made Honorary President, 
an office in which she was continued until her death. 



Mrs. Elliott had an extraordinary mind. It seemed to glitter and shine, like a many- 
faceted gem. Her personality was so exceptional, her spirit so great, that she gave 
a special charm to any meeting she attended. The poetry and literature readings 
conducted by her were intellectual treats. She was the author of many books, con- 
ducted an extensive correspondence, and was in the forefront of important 
movements. She was blessed with a long life, surviving by many years a husband 
to whom she was devoted. She was doubly blessed in that her rare qualities of 
mind and spirit remained with her until the end. 



Mrs. Elliott never lost interest in the Four Arts. She professed great pride and 
pleasure in the developments of recent years, during which the activities of the 
Society broadened and its properties expanded. She expressed herself as though 
her fondest dreams were realized. It should be recorded that our success reflects 
the sound principles, high ideals and unselfish devotion to art and culture which 
are part of the heritage she has left us. To her may be applied with peculiar ap- 
propriateness the words of the Roman poet Horace: Non omnis moriar (I shall 
not wholly die).

THE EARLY YEARS — 1936 - 1947 



On May 19, 1934, an announcement signed by Mrs. Lorenzo E. Woodhouse, Mrs. 
Maud Howe Elliott (Mrs. John Elliott) and Mrs. Frederick Johnson stated that a 
group of citizens of Palm Beach had decided to organize for the purpose of pro- 
moting interest in art, literature, music and science, and ultimately, the creation 
of a library and an art museum. They chose the name Civic Arts Association. 
Colonel Edward R. Bradley allowed them to meet at the Oasis Club, located on 
Old Main Street (now a continuation of Royal Poinciana Way). 

These dedicated women decided that the Association would be incorporated by 
the first five or more members enrolling as sustaining members. (Dues would be 
$100 for sustaining members, $25 for subscribing, $5 annual and $2 junior.) Those 
who desired to join were asked to send in their names, and informal meetings were 
held during 1935 to map out plans for this new venture. 

In 1936, Colonel Bradley generously offered the new organization the use of a va- 
cant store in the building he owned on Royal Palm Way (now the Embassy Apart' 
ments, adjacent to the present Four Arts building). 

On January 2, 1936, a meeting of the Civic Arts Association was held in this store. 
The following people were present: Mr. Robert Addams, Mr. C. Percival Dietsch, 
Mrs. George Dobyne, Mrs. John Elliott, Mrs. Joseph M. Gazzam, Sr., Miss Louise 
Guyol, Mr. and Mrs. Sidney Homer, Mrs. Frederick Johnson, Dr. and Mrs. Daniel 
J. McCarthy, Mrs. George A. McKinlock, Mrs. Frederick D. Morrish, Mrs. Ed- 
ward D. Stair, Mrs. George C. Van Dusen, Mrs. Terry West and Mrs. Lorenzo 
E. Woodhouse. 

On January 14, 1936, the name of the Civic Arts Association was changed to The 
Society of the Four Arts, and this was formed into a non-profit corporation. On 
February 8 the Society received its charter. 



The first officers of the Society were: Mr. Hugh Dillman, President; Mrs. George 
C. Van Dusen, 1st Vice President; Mrs. Elisha Dyer Hubbard, 2nd Vice President; 
Mrs. Sidney Homer, 3rd Vice President; Mr. C. Percival Dietsch, 4th Vice President; 
Mrs. Alfred G. Kay, Secretary-Treasurer. 
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The Board of Directors for 1936-37 were: Mrs. Lorenzo E. Woodhouse, Mrs. Henry 
R. Rea, Mrs. George A. McKinlock, Mrs. Alfred G. Kay, Dr. and Mrs. Daniel 
J. McCarthy, Dr. Edmund LeRoy Dow, Mr. Maurice Fatio, Mr. Sidney Homer, 
Dr. George A. Waterman, Mr. Marion Sims Wyeth, The Honorable Mrs. Frederick 
E. Guest, Dr. Leland E. Cofer, Mrs. M. Bernard Philipp, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
M. Cudahy, Mr. Charlton Yarnell, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Norton, Mrs. John Phipps, 
and Mrs. Thomas L. Chadbourne. 








The first building by Maurice Fatio, architect, was opened in January 1938. It housed the library, art 
galleries and all activities. It is now the Four Arts Library. 



The first art exhibition was held in the store at 441 Royal Palm Way and was 
assembled by Dr. Daniel J. McCarthy and Mrs. Frederick Johnson, chairman of 
the Art Committee. They begged and borrowed impressive works of art from irm 
portant collectors, galleries and Palm Beach residents. The most notable painting 
in the exhibit was Rembrandt’s Aristotle Contemplating the Bust of Homer , lent by 
Lord Duveen. (This valuable painting was later purchased by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art for over two million dollars.) 

The second season featured exhibitions of modern works and of Mrs. Daniel J. 
McCarthy’s miniatures, followed by an exhibition of Mr. Frank Gair Macomber’s 
tapestries. Mr. Macomber had been curator of the Boston Art Museum for 25 
years and was a collector of antiques. He served as Consulting Director to the 
Four Arts during its early years. 
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Madame Louise Homer, the celebrated opera singer and wife of the noted composer, 
Sidney Homer, conducted Hymn Sings in the store every Sunday afternoon. These 
were so popular and well attended that a larger place had to be found. Also, Mrs. 
Elliott was crying, “Give us a Home, give us a Library.” At the time there was 
no library in Palm Beach and the residents were entirely dependent upon the West 
Palm Beach Public Library. 

When Mr. Alfred G. Kay became president, money was raised to buy the land 
and erect the first building (the present Library) on Four Arts Plaza. This was done 
through the dedicated efforts of Mr. Kay and his wife Elizabeth. Maurice Fatio 
was the architect and his firm of Trainer and Fatio donated their services. The 
land was bought from the Phipps family, and they subsequently donated the land 
to the north of the present Library, which is now the parking lot.

The Four Arts moved into this new building on January 8, 1938. Here, art exhibits, 
poetry readings, lectures and musical events took place. In February 1938, a 
beautiful flower show sponsored by the Garden Club of Palm Beach was held in 
the new building. Later the president of the Garden Club was automatically made 
an ex-officio member of the Board of Directors of the Four Arts. 

We cannot mention the new building without speaking of Harold Voesseller. Mr. 
Voesseller was an artist of considerable talent, but he was not able to make a liv- 
ing by his paintings. He agreed to take charge of the building, help in hanging 
the exhibitions, and to generally supervise work. He was an invaluable asset to 
the Society. 

In 1939, Dr. McCarthy, the third president, appointed Mr. Dietsch chairman of 
the Sculpture Committee. At that time Mrs. Elliott discussed plans with Mrs. 
McCarthy, secretary of the Society, to start a reading room and library. Dr. 
McCarthy appointed Mrs. Elliott chairman of the Library Committee, with power 
to choose her own committee. 
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About the time that the new building was being erected, Mrs. Alfred G. Kay 
conceived the idea of small individual gardens to demonstrate which tropical plants 
would be happy in this climate. Seven members of the Garden Club of Palm Beach 
created the gardens. These included Mrs. Woodhouse, Chinese Garden; Dr. Dow, 
Jungle Garden; Mrs. John H. Phipps, Spanish Facade; Mrs. Clifford Brokaw, 
Bermuda-style English Garden; Mrs. Joseph F. Gunster, Moonlight Garden; Mrs. 
Alfred G. Kay, Tropical Fruits; Hugh Dillman, Rose Garden. During the war years, 
the individual gardens suffered from neglect due to the lack of labor and were turned 
over to the Four Arts to maintain. Later, with the exception of Mrs. Woodhouse’ 
garden, the individual gardens were combined into one area with no design and 
no distinction. In 1953 care of the gardens was turned over by the Four Arts to 
the Garden Club of Palm Beach. The following year, the Garden Club employed 
Mr. Richard K. Webel, a landscape architect, who prepared a charming plan for 
the gardens. In recent years the Garden Club’s House and Garden Tours have 
earned the money for their upkeep.

As soon as the money was raised for the bu ilding, Mrs. Stair, chairman of the Educa- 
tion Committee, started on plans for a summer school. On her committee were 
Mr. John Griffith, Dr. Francis M. Fox a*nd Mr. Albert Fordham. Miss Helene 
Burgess was in charge. There were puppet shows, gallery tours for children, story 
hours and a student exhibit under the auspices of the Art Committee. The cur- 
riculum expanded during the years and adults as well as juniors were registered 
in all classes, ranging from art and dramatics to radio and short story writing. The 
Camera Club was directed by Mr. George Van Dusen and Mr. John Griffith, and 
Mr. Dietsch taught classes in drawing, painting and sculpture. The summer school 
continued until 1941. Then, as the Norton Gallery had a plan to conduct a sum- 
mer school, the Four Arts sponsored only a limited program under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. George Nicolai. The Four Arts school worked toward an exhibition 
of Tropical Design planned for the coming winter. This was instigated by Mrs. 
Van Dusen who was interested in starting a School of Tropical Design to teach 
the use of native material in the construction of various articles of artistic value, 
in the hope of eventually starting an industry which might be of material value 
in reducing unemployment and poverty. On February 19, 1942, the exhibition 
of Tropical Design was held, to which Dr. and Mrs. David Fairchild lent material 
from their Tropical Gardens in Miami.

In 1938, Mrs. Kay, Drama chairman, presented a Cinema Series and arranged for 
a presentation of Ethel Barrymore Colt’s Jitney Players. 

On February 10, 1940, a ceremony was held opening the Library and dedicating 
the beautiful portrait of Mrs. Elliott, commissioned by Mrs. Woodhouse and painted 
by Adele Herter. (This portrait now hangs over the front desk of the Library.) 
At this time, the Library occupied only the second floor of the building; the art 
shows and other events were on the ground floor. Mr. Maitland Belknap, the ar- 
chitect who had designed the bookcases and cabinetry, was named a member of 
the Library Committee. Mrs. Woodhouse contributed a large part of the expense 
of the construction. 

Mrs. John R. Bryden donated a large sum of money, left over from a Current Events 
Series she had sponsored. Part of this money was spent for furnishings, supplies, 
bookcases and appeals for gifts of money and books. These appeals were well receiv- 
ed and many donations resulted. Members of the Library Committee, notably 
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Mr. and Mrs. William Proctor and Mrs. Woodhouse, were most generous in 
donating not only money, but encyclopedias, the Harvard Classics, volumes of 
Shakespeare and a library of French books. 

The murals which now grace the portico of the Library were executed by Albert 
Herter in 1939, and were donated by Mrs. Woodhouse. 

In 1940, Mrs. Grover Loening (later Mrs. Felix duPont), chairman of the Music 
committee, arranged for the’National Symphony Orchestra under the direction 
of Hans Kindler to put on a very successful concert at the Paramount Theatre. 
In 1941, Mrs. Marion Sims Wyeth succeeded Mrs. Loening as Music chairman, 
and she placed Mrs. Henry Windsor in charge of Sunday afternoon concerts. Mr. 
and Mrs. Clegg Monroe took charge later in the season. 

On February 20, 1941, a meeting of the Board of Directors and the Executive Com- 
mittee was held at the Bath and Tennis Club for the purpose of liquidating the 
mortgage on the building and a large sum of money was donated at that time. 

Mrs. Frederick Guest purchased Addison Mizner’s Library for the Town of Palm 
Beach, to remain in the custody of the Four Arts (as long as the latter existed) 
as a memorial to Addison Mizner. Mrs. Townley (later Mrs. Judge) paid to have 
Mizner’s Library processed and made available for use in the Four Arts reading 
room. 




On March 26, 1940, the Literature and Library Committee was separated and Dr. 
George Waterman succeeded Mrs. Elliott as chairman of the Library Committee 
and Mrs. Samuel Heilner as head of the Literature Committee, followed by Mrs. 
Elliott in 1942. 

Mrs. Heilner was very valuable to the Library because of her experience in helping 
to form the Spring Lake Library in New Jersey and because she was able to secure 
valuable lists of reference books pertaining to all the four arts: music, art, literature 
and drama. 

The Library quickly became the center for many cultural, civic, and philanthropic 
events: meetings of the Historical Society; Lenten Sunday afternoon concerts free 
to the public; an evening of impersonations by Cornelia Otis Skinner; John Charles 
Thomas, the famous singer and son-in-law of Mrs. Dobyne, sang in the north lot 
where the mosquitoes were so bad that heavy spraying had to be done beforehand; 
the Romanies, a musical group, gave a concert sponsored by the Dobynes; Baroness 
Suzanne Silvercruys (the sculptress) gave a lecture-demonstration as she modeled 
a head of one of the audience. 

By the invitation of Mrs. Elliott, groups of interested people met in the Library 
for poetry readings. At the second meeting, Mrs. Elliott related some anecdotes 
of Ralph Waldo Emerson connected with her friendship with him and visits made 
to him by herself and her illustrious mother, Julia Ward Howe. 

A competition for a design for the book plates for the Library was held. Mr. Lester 
Herter won the prize and the book plates were ordered. 

Mrs. Herbert Gibson, a trained and experienced Librarian, was engaged. 

Mrs. Frederick Johnson was chairman of the Art Committee from 1938 to 1941, 
when Mr. William L. McKim took over the exhibitions. He subsequently follow- 
ed Mrs. Johnson as chairman of the Committee and was in that office from 1943 
to 1948. Under his chairmanship many fine exhibits were held. 

On December 5, 1941, Mr. Joseph Gunster became the fourth president of the 
Four Arts. He served until the midwinter of 1948. Under his devoted leadership 
the present Four Arts building was purchased from the estate of Colonel Bradley 
and renovated. 
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Shortly afterwards, it was decided to keep the Library open all summer. Originally 
it had been open two afternoons a week* 

The Town of Palm Beach made increasingly generous contributions to maintain 
the Library. 

The Society accepted Dr. Dow’s two very large showcases which he purchased to 
display maps and manuscripts belonging to the Historical Society and placed in 
the small room upstairs to the left of the stage. These were to be shown to visitors. 

The Garden Club of Palm Beach also placed a valuable collection of books under 
the custodianship of the Four Arts. 

Among the donors to the Library of books, magazines, subscriptions, furniture 
and other items were: Mrs. Woodhouse, Mr. Channing Hare, Mrs. John Gibbons, 
Mr. Charlton Yarnell, Mrs. J. B. Hayward, Mrs. Paul Moore, Mrs. William Don- 
ner, Mrs. O. W. Johnson, Mrs. Herbert Farrell, Mr. Rufus Scott, Mrs. George 
Duplaix, Mr. Macomber, Mr. Henry Pelham Robbins, Mrs. C. W. Wadsworth, 
Mr. John Morice and the Aksel Wichfelds. 

The bronze black panthers by Wheeler Williams on the Library steps were given 
by Mr. Byron Miller and Mr. Andrew Jergens. They were kidnapped from time 
to time and one was once found on the bottom of the lake. Since then they have 
been permanently attached and their wandering days are hopefully over. 

Due to the growth in membership^ there was an urgent need for expansion to ac- 
commodate the crowds at musical events, literary and dramatic activities and art 
exhibitions. In 1943 Mr. Gunster, who was then president, appointed a Finance 
Committee consisting of Mr. Miller, Mr. Jergens, Dr. McCarthy and Mr. Rufus 
Scott; the following year Mr. Ernest Howes headed a Building Fund Committee. 
The architects Wyeth and Johnson and Volk were asked to submit plans for the 
expansion of the Library, which would include a theatre, new galleries, workshop 
and offices. 

When the war started, it was suggested that the Four Arts discontinue its general 
activities and limit itself to things which had a direct bearing on the winning of 
the war. Mrs. Elliott, grandmother of the Four Arts, forcefully dispelled the idea 
and said that its activities were more necessary than ever to keep alive the gentler 
and more beautiful things of life in the midst of war and destruction. The Society

In 1942 it was decided that something must be done for the officers and enlisted 
men of the various military camps in the vicinity of Palm Beach. Princess Evangeline 
Zalstem-Zalessky, Mrs. Johnson, Mrs. Gunster and Mrs. Morrish were appointed 
to arrange entertainment for the officers. On Sunday evenings they were invited 
to the galleries for musical entertainment and refreshment. Later, there were dances 
and a dancing class. Subsequently, Mrs. Marshall B. Wood took over the chair- 
manship of the Officers’ Dances. Armed Forces personnel made great use of the 
Library, and they were welcomed to all functions of the Society. Mrs. G. K. Rand, 
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a member of the Library Committee, and Miss Joanna Fortune volunteered their 
services to keep the Library open on Sunday afternoons especially for the benefit 
of the servicemen, and later a gift from Colonel LeRay Berdeau made it possible 
for the Library to stay open two evenings a week. 

Under the chairmanship of Mr. McKim the Society sponsored an art project at 
Camp Murphy and an exhibition of Soldiers’ Art in the galleries. 

The Junior Committee formed by Mrs. Morrish in 1944 and the Junior Dance 
memberships helped to defray the expenses of the Officers’ Dances. The Junior 
Committee supplied ushers for lectures, concerts and teas, and also assisted with 
the clerical work in the office. They put on a marionette show and sponsored an 
art exhibit for the children of the three Palm Beach private schools and inaugurate 
ed the Saturday afternoon children’s movies. 



In 1942, at the prodding of Mrs. Benjamin Rogers, who wondered why the Four 
Arts Gardens did not have a handsome entrance on Royal Palm Way, the land' 
scape designer (Miss Ruth Sage) was commissioned to have decorative gates made.

During the years that Mr. John Perry was Lecture chairman, many splendid speakers 
were presented: Leland Stowe, ace war correspondent; Grover Loening, aviation 
expert; Randolph Churchill; Drew Pearson; Fulton Lewis and Dorothy Thompson. 

In 1 943-44, Princess Evangeline ZalstenvZalessky, Music chairman, had fine musical 
programs: Harold Bauer in a piano recital; Efrem Zimbalist, violinist; Lily Pons; 
Bauer and Honeywell, a piano duo; Helen Jepson; and a Russian trio. Due to the 
limited space in the Library, some of these concerts were held in the Everglades 
Club, through the good offices of Hugh Dillman, president of the Club. 

Harvey Ladew, Drama chairman, engaged a Chinese diseuse to give a program 
for Chinese relief. 

The year 1943 was a very busy one for the Library. Mrs. Frederick Lyman presented 
the portrait of her father, Mr. Macomber, to the Society; Dr. Waterman arranged 
a Shakespeare course under the chairmanship of Dr. Samuel Holmes; and the 
Garden Club arranged a beautiful exhibition of antique Chinese glass, silver and 
fine flower prints under the direction of Mrs. Cudahy. 

In 1945, greatly helped by a munificent gift from the estate of Dr. LeRov Dow, 
the building fund for renovating the main building was established. 

Mrs. Charles Davis, Music chairman for 1946, presented Florence Kirk, soprano; 
Eugene List, pianist; and Tito Schipa, Metropolitan Opera tenor. 





In 1947, through Mr. Miller’s negotiations with the Bradley estate, the Society was 
able to purchase the Embassy Club for one-half the price asked. Mr. Miller also 
contributed greatly personally. Wyeth and Johnson were commissioned to remodel 
the old building into a Library. The Library was increasingly being used as a 
reference library by students in public schools, and by teachers and artists. 

Mr. John Volk was asked to remodel the new building and on December 11, 1947, 
when the Four Arts moved into its new building, a new era of the Society began. 

We regret that there has not been sufficient space to acknowledge the many who 
have maintained a constant interest in the Society from its infancy. However, we 
must not close without mentioning Mr. and Mrs. John S. Pillsbury’s contribution 
to the quality of the program. We also wish to record the recent sad loss of two 
loyal supporters, Mrs. Daniel J. McCarthy and Mr. Grover Loening.

The year 1948 was a most important date in the history of The Society of the Four 
Arts, for it was at that time that the present gallery-auditorium became a reality, 
after much planning and work under the strong leadership of President Joseph F. 
Gunster. 

The program for that first season planned so enthusiastically featured a most success- 
ful tea dance by the Junior Committee for the Yale-Penn regatta crews who were 
racing in Lake Worth. Serving on the Regatta Committee were Winifred and 
Virginia Anthony, Joan Smith, Dottsie Wood, Sarah Wakefield and Olive Massie. 
A committee to interest young married people was formed under the chairman- 
ship of Mrs. James A. dePeyster, assisted by Mrs. Wiley Reynolds, Jr., Mrs. James 
Ballentine, Mrs. Stephen Dechmann, Mrs. Elizabeth Englert and Mrs. M. P. Collins. 
This committee sent out over 400 invitations to join the Society.

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Mrs. Paul Moore financed the purchase of up-tO'date motion picture equipment 
for films of high caliber to be shown on Friday evenings. Mr. Ernest Howes, with 
the help of Mr. Rufus Scott, raised the funds to liquidate the deficit in the building 
fund. Mrs. Henry Ittleson gave a fine collection of Rembrandt etchings and 
Renaissance drawings.

In 1950 two major exhibitions were held: “Old Masters from the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art” and “From Plymouth Rock to the Armory.” Events held in con- 
nection with these included a lecture by John Walker, curator of the National 
Gallery of Art. Tableaux Vivants (Living Pictures) were sponsored by the Junior 
Committee, which was indebted to Mrs. Frederick Johnson for her tireless work 
on scenery, Mrs. Robertson for casting and costuming, Mrs. Morrish and Mrs. 
Harding for ticket sales, Harold Voesseller for advice and help, and Mrs. Davis 
for providing the services of a harpist for the performance. Approximately $4000 
was raised as net proceeds. As a result of this endeavor, attention was drawn to 
the inadequate stage facilities. Mr. Wyeth headed a committee to investigate means 
of improving the stage, which found the estimated cost to be between $40,000 and 
$50,000. A generous amount left to the Society by Mr. Paul G. Brown could be 
used as needed as a reserve fund. Friday evening movies were initiated this season. 

Mr. Alfred H. Barr, Jr., of The Museum of Modern Art, awarded prizes in the 
1950-51 Annual Exhibition of Contemporary Painting and Sculpture and purchased 
two paintings for the Nelson Rockefeller Collection. The various committees began 
to take their present categories: Lectures, Mr. Arthur Glasgow; Music, Mrs. Harold 
Fowler; Accessions, Mrs. Page Hufty; Drama-Movies, Mr. Harvey Ladew; Art, Mrs. 
Paul Moore, Mrs. William Randolph Hearst and Mr. Alfred Sloane. The Four 
Arts Library acquired the Elmslie Gift, a group of important books, and the Palm 
Beach Historical Society collection was housed in the Library.

In 1953 an arrangement was worked out for the Four Arts Gardens whereby the 
Garden Club would provide the supervisor (Miss Ruth Sage) and the Four Arts 
would provide the gardener. 

The following year Marion Sims Wyeth was elected president. Cornelia Otis Skin- 
ner was presented and performed, among other selections, short acts from “The 
Wives of Henry VIII.” 

The major exhibition for 1955 comprised works by Van Gogh from the Municipal 
Museum in Amsterdam. Vincent Van Gogh, nephew of the artist, accompanied

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the show. Students from GrahanvEckes School served as ushers for the evening 
programs. 



In 1956 the Garden Club employed the firm of Webel, Innocenti and Webel to 
landscape and restore the Four Arts Gardens. The Junior Committee held a Junior 
Art Show, chaired by Mrs. Floyd L. Carlisle, and judged by Mrs. George Tilton, 
Mrs. Oscar Johnson and Mr. Riccardo Magni. Mrs. O. Frank Woodward and Mrs. 
Floyd L. Carlisle chaired the photography exhibit, which was judged by Mr. Henry 
Gibson, Mr. William Johnson and Mr. Murray Hoffman. An exhibit of 175 dolls 
lent by the Brooklyn Museum was held, and children in the Palm Beach schools 
made shadow boxes and backdrops appropriate for the nationality and time period 
of each doll. This exhibit was chaired by Mr. and Mrs. C. Markham Langham 
and Mrs. William Kingsley Swan. Invaluable assistance was rendered by the Crip- 
pled Children’s Society and art teachers and art students from various schools. 
Mrs. Paulding Fosdick gave funds for the construction of a new parking lot on 
the lake. Mr. Russell A. Plimpton, former director of The Minneapolis Institute 
of Arts and past president of the Association of Art Museum Directors, accepted 
the invitation from the Board to become the new executive director of the Society. 
Plans were formulated in 1957 for enlarging the stage to facilitate the selection of 
musical programs previously handicapped by its small size.

By 1958 the enlarged stage and two dressing rooms were ready for the new season. 
Heating and air-conditioning of the auditorium was made possible by the generosity 
of Mrs. Joseph Gunster, Mrs. Harold Sweatt, Mrs. Hugh Kirkland and Mrs. Henry 
Ittleson. At this time, junior exhibits were held in conjunction with the preview teas. 

The 1959 Benefit was a great success, under the able leadership of Mrs. Edward 
F. Hutton and Mr. Stanton Griffis. The Benson and Edith Ford Fund gave the 
first of many very generous annual donations, which continued for 22 years. 

The next year the Garden Club assumed responsibility for the flower arrangements 
for all the preview teas and the galleries. 

The election of Mr. A. Atwater Kent, Jr. as president in 1961 was followed by 
an increase in the number of sustaining members. A highly successful Library 
Benefit Book and Art Sale was held. Jurors for the junior exhibits were Mrs. William 
L. McKim, Mrs. Robert Warfield, Jr. and Mrs. Peter A. B. Widener.

The Four Arts Benefit in 1962 comprised movies from Mr. and Mrs. James E. 
Hollingsworth’s world tour. Proceeds from this Benefit provided improved lighting 
and re-covered walls in the Junior Activities Room. 

Membership grew to a record 1300 in 1964, although the seating capacity of the 
auditorium was 718. A waiting list for membership was established. Membership 
dues were increased for the first time since 1957 and only the third time since our 
founding in 1936. A program of very popular Sunday afternoon events began. 

The next year, the importance of building up the Endowment Fund was stressed, 
since income from memberships covered only half of the Society’s operating costs. 
Mr. Stanton Griffis assisted in securing Becket as a special film event. The pur- 
chase from Mr. and Mrs. William P. Walton of a lot on Royal Palm Way protected 
the present property from development and secured space for future expansion. 

The Benefit held in 1966 featured the film The Spy Who Came In From The Cold 
and was chaired by Mrs. Walter S. Gubelmann and Mrs. Henry Richardson. 
Another parcel of land east of the Gardens was acquired. Mr. Walter S. Gubelmann 
was elected president. The Junior Activities Committee sponsored a French 
children’s film The Red Balloon. 

The next year new oak floors were laid in the central and north galleries. 

A Junior Membership Committee was formed under the direction of Mrs. George 
Phillips to interest younger members of the community in the Society. 
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Mrs. Walter S. Gubelmann and Mrs. John Volk were co-chairmen of the 1969 
Benefit featuring the film Funny Girl. The By-Laws were amended to include a 
maximum of 20 Advisory Trustees to advise and counsel the Directors and Of- 
ficers. A resolution was placed in the minutes expressing appreciation for the devoted 
services of many years by Mr. and Mrs. J. Timothy Killen, Jr. as treasurer and 
secretary. They were succeeded by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Frates in these positions. 
Executive director Russell A. Plimpton announced his retirement as of January 
1, 1970. Mr. John Gordon, Curator of The Whitney Museum of American Art 
in New York, was named as his successor. 

The highly-acclaimed film study of Western man and his culture, Civilisation , pro- 
duced by Sir Kenneth Clark, was shown on Sunday afternoons during the 1971 
season, courtesy of Mr. and Mrs. Alvan T. Fuller. Mrs. Ogden Phipps organized 
the Benefit film showing of Cromwell , again obtained by Mr. Stanton Griffis.

The following year Mr. Raymond J. Kunkel replaced Mr. and Mrs. Frates as 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

In 1972, inspection teams from the American Association of Museums visited the 
Society to accredit the Society and to discuss the possibility of establishing a per- 
manent collection and the construction of a new gallery. The gallery walls were 
re-covered during the summer, and a security/fire system was installed. This greatly 
facilitated obtaining important exhibitions of art. 

Mrs. Davis Gammage, who in 1973 received an award of merit for her work in 
the Four Arts Gardens from the Garden Club of America, was given an official 
expression of appreciation from the Board for her continuing devotion in the care 
of the Four Arts Gardens. 
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In an attempt to interest more young people in the Four Arts, Mrs. Robert M. 
Grace invited a group of young married women to explain what the Four Arts 
offered that might induce them to become members. As a result, the Junior 
Activities Committee was revived and Mrs. Louis O. Hilton appointed chairman. 
Their first project was a puppet show of The Marvelous Land of Oz performed by 
the Smithsonian Puppet Theatre in February 1974. 

A very successful Benefit chaired by Mrs. Verner Z. Reed was held that month 
featuring Metropolitan Opera soprano Roberta Peters. 

A major sculpture competition was held in 1974, made possible by a grant from 
the Ziuta and Joseph James Akston Foundation. One hundred artists were invited 
to compete and prizes were awarded by a jury consisting of Mr. John I. H. Baur 
of The Whitney Museum of American Art, Mr. William S. Lieberman of The 
Museum of Modern Art and Mr. A. James Speyer of the Art Institute of Chicago. 
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A committee composed of Mr. Akston, Mr. Gordon and Mr. William Lee McKim 
(with Mr. John Volk as architectural advisor) selected the work to be commission- 
ed for placement on the Royal Palm Oval opposite the main entrance of the building. 
The internal mist fountain Intetra by Isamu Noguchi was chosen. Submissions to 
the competition were later exhibited at the New York Cultural Center, and awards 
were presented at the opening of that exhibition. Intetra was installed and dedicated, 
and the donors, Mr. and Mrs. Akston, and the sculptor, Noguchi, were honored 
afterwards at a dinner party by the Board of Directors.

A gala Benefit was held in 1976, chaired by Mrs. Harold P. Whitmore, featuring 
a performance by Tony Martin and Cyd Charisse and a party afterwards in the 
beautifully decorated galleries. The major exhibition of 1976, “Imperial Robes and 
Bronzes of China,” was dedicated to the memory of Russell A. Plimpton, Four Arts 
executive director from 1956 to 1969, who died December 8, 1975. The exhibition 
was lent by The Minneapolis Institute of Arts, where he had been director for 35 
years. 

In 1977, a cooperative exhibition entitled “Addison Mizner, Architect of Dreams 
and Realities” was held by the Flagler Museum, the Norton Gallery and The Society 
of the Four Arts. Mr. John Gordon resigned as director at the end of the year 
and was highly commended by the Board for his impressive record of achievement. 
The new exective director, Mr. James M. Brown, was past director of the Corning 
Glass Center in New York, the Oakland Museum in California and, most recent- 
ly, of the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts in Richmond.

The programs for children began a transformation in 1978. The Saturday after- 
noon films were dropped in favor of two special events, held on Sundays: a magic 
show and a musical introcuction to the guitar. The following year this was ex- 
panded to special events each Saturday, including musical programs, films, marionet- 
tes and a small circus. 

The Four Arts participated in the 1979 Palm Beach Festival by presenting a film 
series “American Vintage Comedy.” 

The junior programs evolved into a series, Programs for Young People, featuring 
four events per season attended by students in Palm Beach private schools and 
area gifted students. One of these programs each year would be a presentation 
by the Junior Opera Guile of the Palm Beach Opera. 

The Four Arts Gardens were chosen in 1981 for inclusion in Doris M. Stone’s book, 
The Great Public Gardens of the Eastern United States. 
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In 1982, the ladies of the Garden Club revived a past practice of creating floral 
arrangements for the preview teas. The Town of Palm Beach complimented the 
Four Arts on the creation of the Sculpture Garden as a valuable asset to the com- 
munity. The major exhibition of the season, The Campbell Collection of antique 
tureens, was held in January and drew a record attendance of 24,000 visitors. 

The 1983 season began with one of the most ambitious series of events ever under- 
taken by the Four Arts. The exhibition “Paintings from the Royal Academy of 
Arts” arrived from London for its premiere American showing. This exhibition 
drew a new record for attendance — 27,000. A gala Benefit under the chairman- 
ship of Mrs. Harold P. Whitmore was held in conjunction with the opening of 
the exhibition, followed by a tea dance on the day of the preview tea for members. 
Many thanks were due to Mrs. Robert Magowan and the Charles E. Merrill Trust 
for their generous support of this most important exhibition. The Sculpture Garden 
and its creator, Philip Hulitar, were presented with the Town Beautification Award 
by the Palm Beach Chamber of Commerce in recognition of efforts on behalf of 
the entire community. Ambassador Earl E. T. Smith, chairman of the Lecture 
Committee since 1970, retired from that position at the end of the season, follow- 
ing the most successful lecture series ever held at the Four Arts, marked by his 
presentation of former president Richard Nixon.

THE FOUR ARTS LIBRARY 



In 1955, Mrs. Elizabeth Donner Hanson (later Mrs. Norment) became chairman 
of the Library Committee, and it was under her dynamic leadership that the Library 
began to expand its services and physical plant. 

The physical expansion included a stack room, workroomdibrarian’s office, music 
listening rooms, an elevator and central heating and air- conditioning. The plans 
for these improvements were designed by the architectural firm of Wyeth, King 
and Johnson. 

Work was completed in 1956, and early in 1957 a Benefit was held to raise addL 
tional funds for the project. The Town of Palm Beach made available the sum 
of $25,000 from the estate of Colonel Edward Bradley, which had been left to the 
Town for the purpose of a library. The Benefit, which was a great success, includ- 
ed a program of the premiere showing of the film The Ten Commandments , made 
possible by Mr. Stanton Griffis, chairman of Paramount Films and a Library Com- 
mittee member, as well as auction, door prizes and champagne. 

An enthusiastic Library Committee became very involved in the planning and ex~ 
ecution of the added dimensions of service and plant. Mr. and Mrs. A. Atwater 
Kent, Jr. served on the music committee, Mr. Kent donating the sound equipment 
for the collection of classical recordings available for Library members; Mr. Henry 
Richardson served on the book committee; Mr. Channing Hare advised on 
decorating; Mr. George Rasmussen volunteered to approach foundations for funds; 
Mrs. Seton Lindsay and Mrs. Alfred H. Townley were instrumental in obtaining 
the Mizner Collection, which Mrs. Townley later paid to have rebound; Mrs. Hugh 
Kirkland arranged to have the art slide collection mounted in New York; Mrs. 
J. Timothy Killen, Jr. served as music committee chairman; Mrs. Donald McLennan 
gave very handsome cabinets in which to display the shell collection given by Mrs. 
William Cudahy, and Mr. George Willson, also a committee member, completely 
cataloged and identified the entire display. 

It was at this time that the Executive Committee of The Society of the Four Arts 
resolved to recognize the Library Committee as an autonomous committee, holding 
authority directly from the Board and the Executive Committee.

One of the major decisions of the Committee to be made in terms of identifying 
the scope of library service and the place of the Library in the community was 
to have a survey made by the Florida State University School of Library Service. 
Dr. Louis Shores, dean of the school, headed the team, whose suggested objectives 
and guidelines were to prove invaluable in the years to come. 

The first result of this survey was the planning for a completely separate children’s 
department and the hiring of a professional children’s librarian. Rosemary Glenn, 
a graduate of the Indiana University Library School, came in 1956 to be in on 
the initial stages of these plans. Mrs. Page Hufty, Mrs. W. Y. Sayad and Mrs. A. 
Parker Bryant served as a sub-committee to work with Miss Glenn. The original 
concept of a first-rate service for children and its implementation by this commit- 
tee and Miss Glenn were largely responsible for the very fine children’s depart- 
ment which resulted. 

In the fall of 1957, Mr. Vincent Rapetti, librarian since 1952, submitted his resigna- 
tion. It was at this time that Mrs. Helen McKinney, a graduate of DePauw Univer- 
sity and George Peabody College Library School, became librarian. 
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In 1959, Miss Rosemary Glenn resigned to take a position in California, at which 
time Mrs. Mabel Gick, trained at Drexel Institute in Philadephia, became the se- 
cond children’s librarian. She proved to be uniquely qualified to deal with the 
heavy emphasis in the fields of science and math for school students brought about 
by the development of the Russian space program and the Sputnik flight. 

In 1974, Mrs. Gick retired after fourteen years. Mrs. Evelyn Rand, who had been 
assisting in a part-time capacity, became her successor and has been most innovative 
and effective in the work of the Children’s Department. 

Mrs. Irene Stevenson is the Library staff member with the longest tenure, begin- 
ning at the circulation desk in 1954. Her loyal devotion and warm and cordial 
helpfulness in dealing with the public are among the most important assets in the 
Library services. Mrs. Corinne Barton, a part-time assistant with gracious ways, 
is also in that category. Since 1978, the Library has been most fortunate to have 
Mr. Thomas M. Rowland as a faithful and competent volunteer.

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In 1980, it became apparent that the Library badly needed additional shelving, 
storage and work space. With the enthusiastic and very able leadership of the new 
chairman of the Library Committee, Mrs. A. Atwater Kent, Jr., plans were for- 
mulated for a second addition to the original building. A most successful fund 
drive provided over $100,000 for this purpose, and in a very short time the con- 
struction was completed and the new stack room and work area were ready for 
use. Mr. William R. Johnson designed the exterior so skillfully that it seems to 
have been a part of the west facade always.

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THE STORY OF THE SCULPTURE GARDEN 



Mr. William L. McKim, vice president and chairman of the Art Committee for 
many years, always hoped that the Four Arts would acquire the three lots on Royal 
Palm Way east of the Four Arts Gardens so that a new art gallery could be built 
on that property. 

In March 1965 Mr. J. Timothy Killen, Jr. learned from Mr. Ben Walton that one 
of the lots belonging to his brother William was to be sold to Davis Brothers of 
Jacksonville, on which they would build a supermarket. With the approval of the 
officers of the Society, Mr. Killen, with Mr. Harold Sweatt and Mr. Walter 
Gubelmann, met at Mr. Stanton Griffis’ home and decided to offer the Walton 
family the same amount offered by Davis Brothers. Thus the lot was acquired. 

Subsequently, in 1967 and 1968, the other two lots were bought by the Society. 
Mr. Claude Reese was greatly thanked for his help in purchasing the lots. 

In the spring of 1979, long after the lots were acquired, they were still in an unkempt 
and neglected state. Mrs. John Clifford Folger, talking with Mr. Philip Hulitar, 
said that the overgrown property was unsightly and asked if a wall the same height 
as the garden wall could be built. Mr. Hulitar did not think that the Town would 
give permission to build so high a wall, and that he had long thought of making 
the area into a sculpture garden. Mrs. Folger asked him to make a sketch of a 
wall that would be acceptable to the Town. She was delighted with his design 
and made its construction possible with gifts covering the cost of the wall, an 
underground sprinkler system and planting around the wall. 

Mr. Hulitar drew an expanded plan for a Sculpture Garden and it was approved 
by the Town. The work on the wall was started in January 1980 and finished in 
November of that year. 

The sculpture in the Garden consists of: The Passing of the Torch, a gift of Mr. 
Ogden Phipps; Naja, executed and given by Diana Guest Manning; Innocence, given 
by Mr. and Mrs. A. Atwater Kent, Jr; Youth, given by Mary and Philip Hulitar;

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1984-1996 

An Overview of Growth 

T he years between 1984 and 1996 were marked by the 
growth and beautification of Four Arts properties which 
have become a landmark in the Town of Palm Beach. 

The following projects were completed: 

1. Restoration of the Herter murals at the Library 
entrance 

2. Purchase of the property on the corner of Seaview 
Avenue and Four Arts Plaza 

3. Relocation of the Noguchi Sculpture to the edge of 
the Intracoastal Waterway 

4. Integrated landscape plan incorporating parking 
and scenic areas 

5. Purchase and remodeling of the former Embassy 
Apartment Building, now the John E. Rovensky 
Building. 

6. Renovation of the Walter S. Gubelmann Auditorium 

7. Modernization of facilities in the Esther B. O'Keeffe 
Gallery Building 
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The John E. Rovensky Building, formerly the 
Embassy Apartment Building, purchased in 1992 
houses administrative offices, the Children's 
Library, the Mary Alice Fortin Children's Art 
Gallery, Director's apartment, office for the 
President of the Board of Trustees, meeting rooms 
and offices of the Garden Club of Palm Beach. 
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The Children's Library on the 
second floor of the John E. 
Rovensky Building offers a 
sunny reading area 
for youngers.

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1984-1985 

D uring the summer of 1984, 
work on the first phase of a 
three part landscape project under 
the leadership of Mrs. Walter S. 
(Barton) Gubelmann was com- 
pleted. The 1984-85 Season began 
with an announcement of two 
major exhibits in addition to the 
46 th Annual National Exhibition of 
Contemporary American Paintings ; 
The Grand Prix de Rome, a group of 
paintings in the academy style, 
and American impressionist 
paintings from the collection of 
Mr. and Mrs. John R. McDonough. 
Both were well received, as was 
the year's Benefit Dinner Dance, 
chaired by Mrs. Sue Whitmore. 
Walter S. Gubelmann added the 
chairmanship of the Lecture 
Committee to his duties as 
President, taking over from Earl 
E. T. Smith who had chaired the 
committee so admirably since 
1970, bringing many prominent 
leaders of government, industry 
and the arts to The Four Arts 
podium during his tenure. 

Under co-chairmen of the 
Music Committee, Mrs. Kenyon C. 



Bolton and Mrs. Ira F. Warner, 
baritone Sherrill Milnes and the 
famed Mantovani Orchestra were 
highlights of the concert season, 
while businessman J. Peter Grace 
and art authority Perry Rathbone 
were among a distinguished 
group of speakers presented by 
the Lecture Committee. Friday's 
series of classic films were 
presented by Mrs. H. Down 
(Bunny) Nelson's Film Committee 
which noted that the Sunday 
series of films relating to exhibits 
were increasing in popularity. 

It is appropriate at this time 
to pay tribute to several leaders 
who have contributed so much of 
themselves to the organization. 
Minutes of the Board of Trustees 
include resolutions honoring 
departed friends and colleagues 
Messrs. Kenyon C. Bolton, Alfred 
C. Stepan, Jr., Robert Mueller and 
Claude Reese - all of whom died 
during 1984. 

1985-1986 

The 50th Season 

T b celebrate the beginning of 
The Society of the Four Arts’ 
fiftieth season in December of 
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1985, large increases in attendance 
at the 47th Annual National 
Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Paintings were recorded. 
Members admired handsome 
walkways, benches and a fountain 
installed over the summer at the 
entrance to the Gallery Building 
as Phase II of the landscaping was 
completed. Sue Whitmore hosted 
the outstandingly successful 
Anniversary Gala celebration in 
February in a gold tent set up at 
lakeside. 

Newly appointed Supreme 
Court Justice Sandra Day 
O'Connor highlighted the 
season's lecture schedule, as did 
Lady Antonia Fraser, one of 
England's most popular historians 
and authors who was welcomed 
at a tea hosted by Mrs. A. Atwater 
Kent's Library Committee. The 
Garden Club of Palm Beach 
annual lecture presented former 
First Lady, Mrs. Lyndon Baines 
Johnson. A two-month exhibition 
of the world-famous Thyssen- 
Bornemisza Collection of 
American Masters marked the 
Four Arts 50th anniversary in the 
galleries during March and April. 



A diverse musical program 
included the world-renowned 
Guarneri String Quartet, the 
Paillard Chamber Orchestra, the 
Vienna Choir Boys and the A1 Hirt 
Jazz Quartet as well as the Maria 
Benitez Spanish Dance troupe. 
The generosity of anonymous 
donors made possible the 
purchase of a Hamburg Steinway 
concert grand piano, one of the 
world's finest, to complement the 
skills of the top notch musicians 
who appear in Four Arts' 
programs. It is a source of pride 
that celebrated concert artists have 
since pronounced it the best piano 
in South Florida. 

The Board regretfully 
accepted the resignation of James 
M. Brown, III, the popular 
Executive Director of the 
organization since 1978. With the 
appreciation of the Board and the 
membership, he was named 
Director Emeritus of The Society 
of the Four Arts. Gabrielle 
Summerville who was events 
coordinator from 1973, also retired 
at that time. Mr. Robert A. 
Magowan and Mrs. Ethel Garrett, 
both of whom died during the 
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year were remembered in 1985-86 
minutes. 

In Spring, the Executive 
Committee approved Robert W. 
Safrin as the candidate for the 
directorship to succeed Mr. Brown 
and offered him the position. 
Robert Safrin had achieved an 
outstanding record as Deputy 
Director for External Affairs at 
Winterthur Museum and Gardens 
in Delaware. One of Mr. Safrin's 
first official acts was to hire Nancy 
Mato to succeed Gabrielle 
Summerville. Mrs, Mato was 
formerly curator and acting 
director of the J. Patrick Lannan 
Museum in Lake Worth. 

1986-1987 

D uring the summer months, 
Director Robert W. Safrin 
and his then wife, Leta took up 
residence in the apartment in the 
Gallery Building. One of Mr. 
Safrin's priorities was the 
restoration of the Herter murals at 
the entrance of the Library which 
were deteriorating due to 
exposure to the climate. He was 
supported in this endeavor by 
trustee LeBaron S. Willard. 



The 48th Annual Exhibition of 
Contemporary American Paintings 
judged by Thomas W. Leavitt, 
Director of the Herbert E Johnson 
Museum of Art at Cornell 
University drew an increasing 
number of paintings submitted 
from 15 states as The Four Arts' 
competition grew in national 
prominence. Exhibits during the 
season included La Vie Moderne: 
19th Century French Art from the 
Corcoran Gallery and Impressionist 
and Post Impressionist Works from a 
British Collection - the famed 
British Rail Pension Funds 
collection. In January, the Ninth 
Annual Exhibition of works by 
Palm Beach County Gifted 
Students was shown, followed by 
a selection of surrealist art from 
the famed Hirshorn Museum and 
Sculpture Garden, in February. 

Concerts presented by the 
Music Committee included 
Musica Antiqua Koln - a baroque 
chamber ensemble and a cabaret 
performance by vocalist Karen 
Akers. Pianist Rudolf Firkusny 
made good use of the fine new 
piano with a program of popular 
classical selections. 
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The lecture 
season that fol- 
lowed the Bicen- 
tennial of the 
United States was 
highlighted by 
retired Chief 
Justice Warren E. 

Burger's remarks 
on the U.S. 

Constitution. The 
Right Honorable 
Edward Heath, former British 
Prime Minister discussed the 
coming European Common 
Market and the rise of the Pacific 
nations with the lecture audience. 
Fashion designer Pauline Trigere 
and author/humorist Calvin Trillin 
entertained audiences as did 
Philippe de Montebello who 
showed treasures from the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. Popular 
musician and orchestra leader 
Peter Duchin delivered a piano 
recital which he combined with 
amusing autobiographical anec- 
dotes. Pulitzer Prize winning 
chief correspondent of The New 
York Times, Hedrick Smith 
concluded an active Tuesday 
afternoon series. 



Several exception- 
ally popular films, 
among them Funny 
Girl with Barbra 
Streisand and the 
classic Alec Guinness 
film The Horse's Mouth 
which won him the 
Best Actor Award for 
the year, were pre- 
sented by the Film 
Committee. The Sun- 
day art film series presented films 
on French painting to provide 
background to La Vie Moderne: 
19th Century French Art from the 
Corcoran Gallery and films on 
American artists John Marin, 
Charles Burchfield and Andrew 
Wyeth amplified the American 
Masters exhibit. 

In April, 1987, the Landscape 
Committee under Mrs. Walter S. 
Gubelmann's direction, celebrated 
the installation of the new garden 
gate which linked the botanical 
gardens with the sculpture garden 
and made plans to enlarge the 
parking area, now possible 
because of the purchase of 
property on the southwest corner 
of Seaview Avenue and Four Arts 
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Plaza from the Estate of Gaylord 
E Wilkinson. 

Mr. and Mrs. F. Warrington 
Gillet, Jr., presented a Florida 
landscape to the permanent 
collection. The painting is by 
James Hutchinson, from his series 
on Seminole Indian life entitled, 
"Returning Home." 

Mr. F. Eugene Dixon, Jr. 
who had served so capably as 
Treasurer, Executive Committee 
member and Finance Committee 
member since 1985, was 
welcomed as Executive Vice- 
President by Walter Gubelmann, 
re-elected President for the 22nd 
year at The Society of the Four 
Arts' annual meeting in March. 
J. H. Tyler McConnell was elected 
Treasurer. Other officers included: 
Mrs. James A. dePeyster, an active 
member of the Board since 1947; 
Philip Hulitar, a Board member 
since 1966, and Mrs. Robert A. 
Magowan, a Board member since 
1974 who was also active as 
Chairman of the Art Committee. 
LeBaron S. Willard, Jr. continued 
as the organization's Secretary. 
Mr. Willard served with dis- 
tinction on the Board from 1980 in 
several capacities on the Executive 



and Finance Committees as well 
as the Landscape Committee. 

1987-1988 

A t the December Board of 
Trustees meeting, John H. 
Schuler who has headed the 
Building Committee since 1981, 
guiding a demanding program of 
maintenance on the Library and 
Gallery buildings, reported on 
repairs for the Library. An 
announcement was made of a 
gracious bequest from the Estate 
of Robert E. Mueller, a good friend 
of The Four Arts. Plans were 
approved for parking expansion 
to bring about Phase III of the 
Landscape plan. Leta Safrin was 
thanked for the charming 
redecoration of the powder room 
and men's room. 

In honor of his many years as 
chairman of the Sculpture Garden 
and Board member of The Society 
of the Four Arts, a decision was 
made to honor Philip Hulitar by 
dedicating the Sculpture Garden 
to him. A celebration naming the 
Philip Hulitar Sculpture Garden 
was held in the Library patio in 
spring, at which time Mr. Hulitar 
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spoke briefly. 

Graciously, once again Sue 
Whitmore agreed to organize and 
chair the Gala Benefit held on 
February 11. Guests previewed 
the remarkable exhibit of Japanese 
Surimono which featured 100 
delicate woodblock prints from 
the Chester Beatty Library in 
Dublin, Ireland. 

Mrs. Robert A. Magowan, 
chairman of the Art Committee 
reported that in addition to the 
49th Annual National Exhibition of 
Contemporary American Paintings, 
an exhibit of rare textiles was 
presented. Well May They Be Made : 
Navajo Textiles from the Coleman 
Cooper Collection of the Birmingham 
Museum of Art with Selections from 
the Denver Art Museum and Private I 
Collections proved an interesting 
attraction. It was shown in 
conjunction with a group of 
Audubon prints of Florida 
Wintering Birds from The 
Winterthur Museum and Gardens 
in Delaware. A Russian Impres- 
sionist: Paintings and Drawings by 
Leonid Pasternak, 1880-1945 
provided a delightful exhibit and

An exhibit of innovative ceramics 
from today's most renowned 
American potters. Fired With 
Enthusiasm was shown in April. 
Gifted young artists from the Palm 
Beach County schools exhibited 
their work in the Tenth Annual 
Exhibition, shown in Gallery V. 

Jazz piano by the legendary 
Marian McPartland proved a 
brilliant season opener, followed 
by a masterful concert by pianist 
Eugene Istomin in January. The 
return engagement of the Jose 
Molina Bailes Espanoles provided 
an exciting evening and in March, 
we were honored with a 
performance of the Borodin 
Quartet from Moscow, the first 
American appearance in 10 years 
by this renowned chamber music 
ensemble. The New York 
Chamber Soloists provided a 
bonus concert at the end of March. 



Among a diversified group of 
lecturers were two air aces from 
World War II: Geoffrey Page, a 
much-decorated RAF pilot who 
fought in the Battle of Britain and 
Gunther Rail, his counterpart 
from the German Luftwaffe. They 
each provided an interesting 
perspective of their experiences. 
Liz Smith, gossip columnist spoke 
before a capacity crowd and 
Marquesa Nicoletta Pucci di 
Barsento who gave a beautiful 
illustrated talk on Italian gardens 
was entertained at a tea given by 
Mrs. A. Atwater Kent, Jr., now Mrs. 
John Annan, and the Library 
Committee at the Library 
following the event. Biographer 
Doris Kearns-Goodwin recounted 
anecdotes from her biography of 
former President Lyndon Johnson 
and in March, environmental 
activists Geoffrey and Jorie Kent 
spoke of their conservation efforts 
in Kenya through the Friends of 
the Masai Mara. J. Carter Brown, 
Director of the National Gallery of 
Art in Washington, D.C. talked 
about the history of the famous 
American museum. He was most 
appreciative of the resolution of 
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thanks prepared by the Board. 

Mrs. Winsome McIntosh, 
Garden Club President was 
recognized for the outstanding 
contribution of the Garden Club 
of Palm Beach to the Four Arts 
Gardens. Each year, their House 
and Garden Day Tour as well as 
the group's other fund raising 
events support the services of a 
gardener and maintain the Four 
Arts Garden. The annual Flower 
Show of the Garden Club of Palm 
Beach, held in the Gallery during 
April was and is a favorite spring 
event in Palm Beach. It con- 
sistently draws large crowds to 
view the colorful arrangements 
and robust horticultural 
specimens. 

During summer months, a 
questionnaire was mailed to 
members by the Film Committee 
to aid in determining film 
selections at the suggestion of Mrs. 
H. Down Nelson and Mrs. William 
S. Gubelmann. Projection and 
sound equipment were upgraded. 
The Philip Hulitar Sculpture 
Garden Committee accepted 
Diana Manning's gift of her 
bronze sculpture Europa to add 



to their growing collection. 
Additional lighting was installed 
in the Philip Hulitar Sculpture 
Garden as a security measure. 

1988-1989 

D uring 1988, the death of 
Walter S. Gubelmann, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees 
signified the end of an era. Two 
memorials marked the contri- 
butions of Walter S. Gubelmann to 
The Society of the Four Arts 
during the year. In spring of 1990, 
the monumental 6 ft. 6 in. 
sculpture Silver King by naturalist 
artist D.H. S. Wehle, given by Mr. 
and Mrs. F. Warrington Gillet, Jr. 
was installed in the fountain at the 
entrance to the Gallery Building 
and dedicated at a February 
reception. The sculpture which 
represents a tarpon commem- 
orated Mr. Gubelmann's devotion 
to marine sports. In addition, 
contributions were made to create 
a fund which endows the Walter 
S. Gubelmann Memorial Lecture 
each year to honor the former 
president's many years as 
chairman of the Lecture 
Committee.

American Paintings, the 50th 
Annual brought entries from 
artists in 41 states. Douglas G. 
Schultz, Director of the Albright- 
Knox Art Gallery in Buffalo, New 
York, judge of the exhibition, 
commended the practice of 
presenting original works for 
evaluation rather than slides, 
which other competitions have 
found to be more expedient. The 
1989 gallery season was high- 
lighted with the exhibition of the 
Charlotte Dorrance Wright Collection 
of Impressionist Paintings and 
Drawings from the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art which contained 
45 paintings and drawings by 
the most celebrated masters of 
the impressionist and post- 
impressionist era. Mrs. William 
R. Wister, Jr., Diana, niece of 
Mrs. Wright was invaluable in 
securing the loan of this 
remarkable collection from The 
Philadelphia Museum of Art. In 
March, Robert Montgomery Scott, 
President of The Philadelphia 
Museum of Art and Director, Anne 
D'Harnoncourt lectured on the 
Philadelphia Museum's extensive 



collection. Other stars on the 
roster of lectures were authors 
Alistair Cooke and Dominick 
Dunne, broadcast commentator 
Eric Sevareid, Christopher Burge 
of Christie's international auction 
gallery and John Wilmerding, 
formerly Deputy Director of the 
National Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D. C. 

The concert season featured 
renowned pianist Peter Serkin 
and violinist Young Uck Kim in a 
memorable evening of chamber 
music. Carlo Bergonzi, the 
legendary tenor from the 
Metropolitan Opera sang a 
resounding concert of Italian bel 
canto and master guitarist 
Christopher Parkening brought 
splendid reviews from local critics. 

In September of 1989, the 
Four Arts was saddened by the 
loss of Leta Safrin, beloved wife of 
Executive Director, Robert W. 
Safrin. Contributions given in her 
name were used to establish a 
memorial garden overlooking the 
Intracoastal Waterway in 1991, 
where a small bronze tablet notes 
the dedication. 
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1989-1990 

T he 51st Annual National 
Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Paintings opened the 
season on December 2. Richard 
Koshalek, Director of the Museum 
of Contemporary Art in Los 
Angeles, California and one of 
America's foremost experts on 
contemporary art judged works 
submitted by 516 artists to the 
exhibit. His selection resulted in 
one of the most thought- 
provoking in the history of the 
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annual competition. The long- 
standing tradition of the leading 
award contributed by A. Atwater 
Kent, Jr. was continued by his 
family, as were the awards 
contributed by Mr. and Mrs. Philip 
Hulitar. The 12th Annual Exhibition 
of Works by Palm Beach County 
Gifted Students was held in the 
small gallery in January. Members 
of the Forbes family attended the 
opening of Virtue Rewarded: 
Victorian Paintings from the Forbes 
Magazine Collection in January 
which was followed in February 
by an exhibit of Irish decorative 
arts from the collections of the 
National Museum of Ireland. It 
was accompanied by an exhibit of 
photographs of vanishing Irish 
country houses from the Irish 
Architectural Archive and the Irish 
Georgian Society. In March an 
exhibit from The Phillips 
Collection in Washington D. C. of 
American modernism filled the 
galleries. A special three-day 
exhibit of the works of beloved 
Palm Beach artist. Hector Ubertalli 
(1928-1986) was held from April 20 
to 22nd. 



Following the theme estab- 
lished by the Irish exhibits in the 
gallery, a lecture by the Hon. 
Desmond Guinness, "Irish Houses 
and Castles" was presented in 
February, together with an 
illustrated talk the following 
week on Ireland's decorative arts 
of the 18th century by Desmond 
Fitzgerald, the Knight of Glin. 
A full lecture schedule included 
Chinese businesswoman and 
author Nien Cheng, author 
Arianna Stassinopoulos Huffing- 
ton, television commentator 
Charles Osgood and author 
Alistair Cooke. The year's most 
festive event, however came in 
March, when H.S.H. Prince Albert 
of Monaco chose The Four Arts to 
make his lecture debut in America. 
The speech was followed by a tea 
in the Library and an adjoining 
tent which was hosted by Library 
Committee chairman Mrs. John 
W. Annan. It allowed the gracious 
young Prince Albert to greet 
members of the lecture audience 
in person. 

Concerts during the 1989-90 
season featured La Compania 
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Robert W. Safrin, H.S.H. Prince 
Albert of Monaco and William 
S. Gubelmann at the Prince's 
lecture in March, 1990. 



Folkloria Latina, a group of 
flamenco dancers who included 
tangos from Argentina and folk 
dances of Latin America in their 
spirited program. Pianist Louis 
Lortie led the National Arts Centre 
Orchestra of Canada and gave a 
moving solo. Irish tenor, Robert 
White appeared in February to 
carry out the Irish theme 
established in the gallery and in 
March, the renowned Academy of 
St. Martin in the Fields Octet 
provided a splendid performance

of chamber music. 

Sue Whitmore once again 
hosted the year's splendid Gala 
Benefit dinner dance which pre- 
viewed the opening of the Irish 
Decorative Arts in the Gallery. 

The Programs for Young 
People presented each year by the 
Junior Activities Committee 
chaired by Mrs. Louis O. Hilton, 
included three lectures: naturalists 
Dr. John Paling, Jerzy Grabowski 
and Thomas A. Sterling each 
presented films and fielded 
questions from the youngsters on 
various aspects of nature and 
conservation. These yearly pro- 
grams are presented by the 
Committee for members and for 
youngsters in the Gifted Child 
Program of the Palm Beach 
County school system. To end the 
season, on March 28 and 29, the 
Palm Beach Opera Education 
Guild presented a short comic 
opera by Mozart especially 
adapted for young audiences, 
entitled The Goose of Cairo. The 
young people's opera perform- 
ances are sponsored by the Palm 
Beach Opera each year to allow 



students to become familiar at an 
early age with this special art form. 

Friday films began to feature 
recent European offerings such as 
Babette's Feast and began to attract 
a larger audience. 

At the annual meeting in 
March of 1990, F. Eugene Dixon, 
Jr. was re-elected unanimously to 
the presidency of the organiza- 
tion.

Work under the guidance of 
Mrs. Walter S. Gubelmann's Land- 
scape Committee continued to 
transform the parking area with 
lovely plantings during the sum- 
mer months. It was the beginning 
of the final phase of the plan 
started several years earlier. 

1990-1991 

H ugh Davies, Director of the 
La Jolla Museum of Con- 
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temporary Art in La Jolla, Califor- 
nia was the judge for the 52nd 
Annual National Exhibition of Con- 
temporary American Paintings 
which opened the season. A com- 
bination of exhibits: Treasures for 
the Table: Silver from the Chrysler 
Museum and Lace Through the Cen- 
turies 1600-1920 from the Birming- 
ham Museum of Art evoked the art- 
istry and social history of a bygone 
era. The highlights of the season 
were the paintings and sculptures 
from the exhibit Of Time and the 
City: American Modernism from the 
Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery with 
major works by Stuart Davis, 
Georgia O'Keeffe, Edward 
Hopper and Marsden Hartley. 

Ambassador Selwa "Lucky" 
Roosevelt spoke about her years 
as Chief of Protocol during the 
Reagan Administration and 
Britain's formidable former For- 
eign Secretary, Lord Peter 
Carrington spoke on world affairs. 
Art Buchwald added a light note 
to the distinguished schedule. 
The Elmer Iseler Singers from 
Canada presented a lovely pre- 
Christmas concert followed in 



January by the Northern Sinfonia 
of England with Jean-Bernard 
Pommier as pianist/conductor, 
and in February by chamber 
music of the Trio di Milano. 
Baritone Sherrill Milnes presented 
a highly popular concert of oper- 
atic favorites on March 13. 

Considerable work on the 
parking area was completed dur- 
ing the summer and the monu- 
mental sculpture Intetra by Isamu 
Noguchi was relocated from its 
moorings in front of the entrance 
to the Gallery Building and placed 
at its current location at the end 
of the palm-lined central mall, on 
the shore of the Intracoastal 
Waterway. The new site proved a 
great improvement, exposing it to 
much better lighting and framing 
it dramatically against the skyline 
of West Palm Beach. The sculp- 
ture is now visible to motorists 
crossing the bridge in this very 
successful location. Two watercol- 
ors, "Resting" and "Stillness" by 
artist Frederick Soldwedel were 
presented to the permanent col- 
lection by the artist's wife. One of 
the works is now displayed in the 
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John E. Rovensky building in the 
lobby of the Children's Library 
entrance. "Stillness" had been in- 
cluded in a one-man show by the 
artist at The Society of the Four 
Arts in 1937, entitled "Tropical 
Scenes by Frederick Soldwedel". 
Over the summer months, exten- 
sive remodeling and renovations 
to kitchen and living areas mod- 
ernized the Director's quarters. In 
October, the Executive Director, 
Robert W. Safrin married Silvana 
Lubini Darlington, who is the 
daughter of a noted Swiss archi- 
tect and civil engineer who, 
among other works, restored the 
famed Egyptian Museum in Cairo. 
His parents had owned the prop- 
erty now known as Villa Favorita 
in Lugano, Switzerland. Her 
mother's ancestors owned the 
Palazzo Rezzonico in Venice, Italy 
which is now a museum.

Environmental activist Robert 
Glenn Ketchum, one of the most 
renowned landscape photogra- 
phers of his generation was 
present at the opening of a 
retrospective exhibition of his 
photographic works, Nature's 
Changing Legacy. Nineteenth- 
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century images of Greece from the 
Benaki Museum in Athens pro- 
vided views by noted European 
painters of classical ruins and 
Greek daily life. Dutch, Flemish 
and German paintings of the 16th, 
17th and 18th centuries from the 
Sarah Campbell Blaffer Founda- 
tion brought paintings from 
masters of that rich era to the 
Gallery in March. 

The exhibit from the Benaki 
Museum in Athens provided the 
theme for the first Gala co-hosted 
by Mrs. F. Eugene Dixon, Jr. and 
Mrs. William S. Gubelmann, on 
February 13. A Greek courtyard 
decorated with depictions of 
sculpted warriors and philoso- 
phers created an elegant setting 
for partygoers in the tent. 

Decorator Mark Hampton, 
architect Vincent J. Scully, Jr. of 
Yale University, the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art's former Director 
Tom Hoving, author Carlos 
Fuentes and journalist-author 
Tom Wolfe each presented out- 
standing lectures. Tony Bennett 
opened the concert series in 
December, singing many of his 
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favorite ballads for the enthusias- 
tic audience. Other concerts dur- 
ing the season included a remark- 
able evening of chamber music 
by the famous Bartok Quartet of 
Hungary. The Alexander Roy 
London Ballet Theatre performed 
A Midsummer Night’s Dream in 
February and the final concert 
of the season was marred by the 
serious illness of scheduled 
soprano Arleen Auger. It resulted 
in an unscheduled, but delightful 
appearance by Metropolitan 
Opera soprano Benita 
Valente with pianist 
Cynthia Raim. 

With regret, it was 
noted that Philip Hulitar 
died during the summer 
of 1992. As Chairman of 
the sculpture garden 
since 1979, his vision and 
commitment were re- 
sponsible for turning an unsightly 
vacant lot into the lovely sculpture 
garden that now bears his name. 
Mrs. Philip (Mary) Hulitar gra- 
ciously accepted the chairman- 
ship of the Philip Hulitar Sculp- 
ture Garden which has become a 
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source of pride for the community 
and a living memorial to her 
husband. 

1992- 1993 

I n December 1992, the season 
opened with the 54th Annual 
National Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Paintings judged by 
Merrill C. Rueppel, Director of 
The Contemporary Museum in 
Honolulu, Hawaii and former 
Director of the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts. This was Mr. Rueppel's 
second visit. He had also judged 
the 1968 competition for the 30th 
annual exhibit. Works submitted 
by 480 artists from 31 states re- 
sulted in a stimulating exhibition 
which was followed in January by 
an exhibit from The Phillips Col- 
lection of Washington, D. C. - Men 
of the Rebellion: The Eight and Their 
Associates at The Phillips Collection 
- eight painters from the early 
20th century including artists John 
Sloan, William Glackens and 
Maurice Prendergast. In February, 
two remarkable collections of 
French decorative arts trans- 
formed the Gallery. “Always in 
Style," French furniture from the

Director, Nancy Mato. The 15th 
Annual Gifted Child Art Exhibition 
of the Exceptional Student Education 
Department of Palm Beach County 
appeared from March 26 through 
April 18. 

During February, the 
America's Cup was on display at 
The Four Arts for two days, made 
possible by special arrangement 
with avid sportsman and art col- 
lector, Bill Koch who organized 
and led a defense syndicate 
(Americas Foundation) which suc- 
cessfully defended the America's 
Cup for the United States. 

Of course, the highlight of 
the entire season was the March 
24th illustrated lecture on 
"Nature and Art" given by H.R.H. 
Prince Philip, The Duke of 
Edinburgh at a rare public 
appearance in the United States. 
The gracious Prince entertained 
Four Arts President F. Eugene 
Dixon, Jr. and Executive Director, 
Robert W. Safrin with their wives, 
on the royal yacht Britannia before 
being transported to the Dixon 
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H.R.H. Prince Philip escorted by F. 
Eugene Dixon, Jr. and Mrs. Dixon for the 
Prince's lecture in March, 1993 on 
"Nature and Art."

party. In addition to Prince Philip, 
the 1993 lecture season included 
Tweed Roosevelt who recreated 
his famous great-grandfather's 
trip to the Amazon jungle in 1914 
in an illustrated lecture with notes 
from President Teddy Roosevelt's 
diary. Rosamond Bernier, always 
one of the most popular attrac- 
tions presented an illustrated 
lecture on famous contemporary 
artists who made Paris such an 
exciting city during her years 
there. England's former Prime 
Minister, Sir Edward Heath spoke 
on the advent of the European 
Common Market in February. 
Secretary of Defense Dick Cheney 
discussed the importance of main- 
taining our national security. 
Author Calvin Trillin, Ambassador 
Jack Matlock and television news- 
man David Brinkley added luster 
to a lively schedule of distin- 
guished speakers. 

Concerts included a perfor- 
mance of "Gershwin by Request," 
pairing pianist Leon Bates with 
three talented singers. They were 
followed by an evening of musi- 



cal collaboration by pianists 
Samuel Sanders and Charles 
Wadsworth who presented an 
unusual program of music for one 
piano, four hands. In February, I 
Musici de Montreal, a 15-piece 
chamber orchestra presented a 
splendid evening of chamber 
music with a memorable cello 
solo by Uli Turovsky, cellist and 
conductor followed by the famed 
Prazak Quartet of Prague. 

D uring the year, the 
Benefactor's Council was 
instituted by President F. Eugene 
Dixon, Jr. and Executive Director, 
Robert W. Safrin with Hollis M. 
Baker as Chairman. It was formed 
to recognize those who contrib- 
uted $10,000 dollars or more 
through the Annual Giving Pro- 
gram. The thirty members who 
contributed in excess of $350,000. 
in the first year were honored at a 
dinner for the charter members 
given by Mr. and Mrs. F. Eugene 
Dixon, Jr. in their home. In March 
of 1993, F. Eugene Dixon, Jr. was 
unanimously elected for the fifth 
consecutive year by the Board of 
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Trustees to continue as President. 
Newly elected members of the 
Board of Trustees were Mr. 
J. Simpson Dean, Jr., Mr. and Mrs. 
William G. Pannill, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Doyle Rogers. Hollis M. 
Baker, Mrs. James A. DePeyster, 
Mrs. Robert A. Magowan, and 
Wiley R. Reynolds were re-elected 
as Vice Presidents. William S. 
Gubelmann was elected to con- 
tinue to serve as Secretary and 
Henry P. McIntosh, IV was re- 
elected Treasurer. LeBaron S. 
Willard, Jr., forced by illness to 
retire as Vice President, was 
elected as Honorary Vice Presi- 
dent and Robert W. Safrin was re- 
elected to continue as Executive 
Director of The Society of the Four 
Arts, a post he has held since 1986. 

The purchase of the Embassy 
Apartment Building on the corner 
of Royal Palm Way and Four Arts 
Plaza took place in May of 1992. 
It was bought from the Estate of 
Margaret Miller, widow of Byron 
D. Miller who originally bought 
the property on the death of Colo- 
nel Bradley and undertook a 
major renovation, directed by 



Palm Beach architect John Volk in 
the 1940' s. At that time, there were 
shops on the first floor where the 
founding members of The Society 
of the Four Arts first met to draw 
up the Society's charter. Later, 
they were made into apartments. 
During the Volk renovation, the 
ground floor was raised several 
feet and a new lobby was installed. 
The exterior lost much of the char- 
acter of the Mizner architecture, 
but throughout the building, high 
ceilings of the original plan 
together with most fixtures and 
hardware made in the Mizner 
factory remained. From the late 
1940's to the 1980' s, the Addison 
Mizner building had been one of 
the finest addresses in Palm Beach 
for luxury rental apartments. 

A very generous contribution 
by Mrs. Robert M. (Jane) Grace, a 
Vice President of The Society of 
the Four Arts made the purchase 
possible. It was decided that the 
building would be named in 
honor of her father, John E. 
Rovensky, a distinguished banker 
who had retired to Palm Beach 
and had served for many years as 
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a member of the Palm Beach Town 
Council. 

Upon the purchase of the 
building by The Society of the 
Four Arts, it was clear that major 
renovations would have to be 
undertaken. The Board of Trust- 
ees voted in spring of 1993 to 
accept the bid of architect 
Howarth (Hap) L. Lewis, Jr., to 
undertake the necessary work. 
Contractors were Conkling and 
Lewis Construction, Inc. of West 
Palm Beach. Work on the renova- 
tion began in April, 1993 accord- 
ing to the plans which provided 
for much needed administrative 
offices on the first floor as well as 
an Executive Committee meeting 
room adjoining the Executive 
Director's office. A large room for 
Board of Trustees meetings and 
functions and a large caterer's 
kitchen were also included. 

The second floor which had 
been an open courtyard sur- 
rounded by apartments, became 
the new Children's Library as the 
space on the top floor of the Four 
Arts Library was becoming too 
small for growing needs. All of the 



Children's Library facilities were 
transferred to the second floor of 
the John E. Rovensky Building 
across the street, where its facili- 
ties could also expand. A 
children's art gallery (now the 
Mary Alice Fortin Children's Art 
Gallery) was constructed along 
the south side of the second floor. 
It is also used for films and other 
activities. The atrium was covered 
with a skylight, allowing for a 
sunny main room with smaller 
reading rooms around the center. 

Building codes made neces- 
sary some major investments such 
as the large elevator which was 
added to the building to accom- 
modate traffic for the Children's 
Library. In addition to the 
Director's apartment, rooms on 
the third floor were set aside for 
the use of The Garden Club of 
Palm Beach offices and the office 
of the President of the Board of 
Trustees. Several large rooms on 
the west side of the third floor 
were set aside for future use as 
meeting rooms for seminars or art 
classes. The sculpture "Call of the 
Sea," by Harriet Frishmuth that

decorated the entrance of the 
building for many years when it 
had been the Embassy Apart- 
ments, was purchased from the 
estate of Mrs. Byron D. Miller, and 
reinstalled in its original setting. 

The major work of renova- 
tion was done in spring and 
summer of 1993 with the Building 
Committee, ably headed by John 
Schuler, meeting weekly with 
architect and contractor through- 
out the summer to maintain the 
predetermined schedule and 
budget. 

During June of 1993, Deputy 
Director Nancy Mato undertook 
the cataloging of the furnishings 
of the apartments. It was deter- 
mined that some were not worth 
keeping, while other pieces were 
judged to be very fine antiques, 
indeed. Two groups of furniture 
were separated and a sale was 
held for the pieces which were not 
desirable. 

As summer ended and 
major contracting work had been 
completed, painting and decorat- 
ing began in the John E. Rovensky 
Building. Robert Forrest Design- 



ers, Ltd. with offices in Palm Beach 
was engaged for the interior deco- 
rating. Mrs. Wiley R. Reynolds, Jr. 
headed the Decorating Commit- 
tee which made major decisions 
on color schemes, carpeting and 
placement of furniture. She was 
ably assisted by Mrs. F. Eugene 
Dixon, Jr. and Mrs. Robert M. 
Grace. 

The end of the 1993 season 
marked the retirement of three 
veteran staff members of The 
Society of the Four Arts. In March, 
Karl Larkin, the building manager 
who also resided on the premises, 
retired after 27 years. In mid- 
April, 1993, Margaret Bancroft 
retired. She officiated at the 
Reception Desk in the Gallery 
Building for 19 years, handling 
tickets with legendary grace and 
efficiency. Another retirement 
was noted in the fall of 1993 - that 
of Eunice (Susie) Rodgers, office 
manager and accountant. 

Also, during the summer of 
1993, Mrs. Harold E Whitmore, a 
member of the Board of Trustees 
who had been a generous bene- 
factor and who so graciously 
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hosted the biennial Gala Benefit 
for many years, passed away. 

1993-94 

D uring the week of November 
2, 1993 the move from the old 
offices at the top of the stairs in 
the southwest corner of the 
Gallery Building took place. 
Boxes of files and equipment were 
loaded and carried into the lovely 
new offices. In honor of the 
occasion. Treasurer Henry P. 
McIntosh, IV installed new com- 
puters in the staff offices with 
necessary printers and software 
for increased efficiency. The new 
phone system was finally 
mastered and an information line 
was added, with a recorded 
message giving directions to 
visitors and news of timely events. 

Books were transferred from 
the Main Library to the new 
Children's Library on the second 
floor of the John E. Rovensky 
Building during the summer and 
early fall for the opening of the 
Children's Library on November 
8. Mrs. John W. (Kent) Annan, 
Library Committee Chairman and 



librarian Mrs. Joanne Rendon 
anticipated that a lively series of 
events would attract large num- 
bers of young patrons to the 
beautiful new facility. 

On Friday, November 26, 
1993, Mrs. Robert M. Grace hosted 
a reception for members to 
formally open the John E. 
Rovensky Building. Former resi- 
dents were among those who vis- 
ited the newly renovated building 
and the renovation was judged a 
complete success. An award pre- 
sented to Lewis & Associates by 
the Palm Beach Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects 
honoring the design, renovation 
and restoration of the building, 
confirmed the general consensus. 

Within a few weeks, on 
December 3, 1993 the 55th Annual 
National Exhibition of Contemporary 
Paintings judged by Kevin Consey, 
Director of The Museum of Con- 
temporary Art in Chicago, opened 
to start the 1993-94 Season of 
Events. Among the generous 
patrons to endow an award were 
Mr. and Mrs. James Houser. Jim 
Houser, recently retired from his 
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position as an instructor of paint- 
ing at Palm Beach Community 
College, had been among the top 
award-winners in the annual 
show several times. Mr. Houser 
also regularly conducts the popu- 
lar Four Arts gallery tours on Sat- 
urdays following the opening of 
each new exhibit. 

Exhibition highlights for the 
year included 18 th century etch- 
ings by Mark Catesby: America's 
First Naturalist-Artist, organized by 
Deputy Director Nancy Mato 
from the private collection of Dr. 
Elwood D. Bracey, a local resident 
who was President of the 
Audubon Society of the Ever- 
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Trustees Mr. and Mrs. Robert M. Grace

glades. It was paired with an ex- 
hibit of 49 landscapes of 19th and 
early 20th century works by San 
Francisco artist, William Keith: 
California's Poet Painter from the 
HearstArt Gallery, Saint Mary's Col- 
lege of California in Moraga. In 
March, a very fine exhibit of por- 
traits from the collection of the 
Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine 
Arts called Facing The Past brought 
work by the finest American art- 
ists from the 19th century to the 
gallery. Among those represented 
were John Singer Sargent, Charles 
Willson Peale, Gilbert Stuart, 
Thomas Eakins, and Cecilia Beaux. 

The 16th Annual Gifted Child 
Art Exhibition of the Exceptional 
Student Education Department 
of Palm Beach County was held for 
the first time in the Mary Alice 
Fortin Children's Gallery of the 
Children's Library on the second 
floor of the John E. Rovensky 
Building. The space was also used 
for the Annual Flower Show of the 
Garden Club of Palm Beach in 
April. 

Historian David McCullough 
opened the lecture season with re- 



marks on his biography of Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman. Author 
Gay Talese spoke about the 
"Soul of America" and CNN 
newswoman Judy Woodruff 
reviewed the Clinton administra- 
tion. Former Assistant Secretary 
General of the United Nations 
Giandomenico Picco gave a 
remarkably insightful view of the 
new global role of the U.N. in the 
politically unstable post cold war 
era. Among other notable lectur- 
ers for the season were former 
hostage Terry Anderson; Andy 
Rooney, commentator and droll 
humorist from CBS’s 60 Minutes; 
Earl A. Powell, III, newly 
appointed Director of The Na- 
tional Gallery in Washington, 
D.C., and Pierre Salinger, formerly 
with the Kennedy White House 
staff. The season's most amusing 
program featured the gently 
barbed political satire and parody 
of Mark Russell whose regular 
"specials” are favorites of PBS tele- 
vision audiences. Prior to his in- 
troduction of the final lecture, 
President F. Eugene Dixon, Jr. took 
the opportunity to thank Mrs. 
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Robert W. Safrin (Silvana) for her 
outstanding floral decorations. 
Indeed, since the 1991-1992 season 
(and throughout the 1993-1994 
season) Mrs. Safrin volunteered 
the weekly flower arrangements 
in the gallery, on the reception 
desk and on stage for all lectures 
and concerts.

1994-1995 

T he December concert by 
legendary popular vocalist 
Eartha Kitt inaugurated the 
newly refurbished Auditorium,

dark green carpet, draperies, stage 
curtains and ceiling lights were in- 
stalled. Decorative columns were 
added to the edges of the stage. 
Walls and ceilings were painted 
and existing wooden panels along 
the walls were stained without 
interfering with the excellent 
acoustics of the hall. Barbara Cook, 
a stylist of popular songs who was 
scheduled to open the season, 
was unable to appear due to poor 
health and on two day's notice, 
Ms. Kitt performed in her place. 
The evening was a resounding 
success and Barbara Cook made 
her concert appearance on Janu- 
ary 12 as an extra attraction. Inter- 
nationally renowned pianist 
Grant Johannesen appeared on 
January 18th to perform a highly 
popular program including con- 
temporary French composers. 
Flamenco dancer Jose Molina, 
always a favorite in prior engage- 
ments at The Four Arts, appeared 
in February on his last American 
tour with the company. The Ber- 
lin Philharmonic Woodwind 
Quintet presented an exquisite 
evening of chamber music in 
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March, which a local reviewer 
praised as "flawless." In an en- 
deavor to expand local awareness 
and appreciation of chamber 
music, two Sunday afternoon 
chamber music concerts by the 
Bergonzi String Quartet, made up 
of world-class musicians and 
teaching professionals based in 
Miami were added to the regular 
concert schedule. They were 
named "visiting artists" at The 
Four Arts. The popular programs 
featured the Beethoven string 
quartet cycle which they will con- 
tinue to perform to completion in 
future Sunday afternoon concerts 
at The Four Arts. 

In addition to the 56th 
Annual National Exhibition of Con- 
temporary American Paintings 
judged by Dr. Joram Deutsch, Vice 
President and Director of the 
Deutsch Foundation in Lausanne, 
Switzerland, exhibitions in the 
Gallery during 1995 included 
French Oil Sketches in the Academic 
Tradition from the 17 th, 18th and 19 th 
Centuries. Guests in attendance at 
the Member's Preview Tea were 
Count Andrew Ciechanowiecki, 



the collector, Mark Gotlob of the 
American Federation of Arts 
(Deputy Director) and, Patrice 
Marandel, Curator of European 
Painting at the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art who 
wrote the exhibition catalogue. 
Also attending was French

Berniard. They all praised the 
excellent installation of the exhibit 
which they claimed was superior 
to any previous installation they 
had seen of the collection.

This 
important artist whose work is 
displayed almost exclusively at 
The Phillips Collection in Wash- 
ington, D.C., bridged the gap 
from European academic realism 
to early abstraction. 

The 17 th Annual Gifted Child 
Art Exhibition of the Exceptional 
Student Education Department of 
Palm Beach County was held for 
the second year in the Children's 
Gallery, renamed the Mary Alice 
Fortin Children's Gallery in rec- 
ognition of her generous contri- 
bution of $250,000 in 1995. 

The 1995 lecture season be- 
gan strongly in January with Ed 
Bradley (60 Minutes commenta- 



tor), Marmaduke 
Hussey, Chairman of 
Britain's prestigious 
BBC and for a record 
12th appearance at The 
Four Arts lecture series, 
art historian Rosamond 
Bernier, who chose as 
her subject French 
impressionist Berthe 
Morisot. English actor 
Julian Fellowes spoke 
on the life of Lord 
Byron; Lord John Julius Norwich 
reviewed the treasures of antiq- 
uity in Turkey and TIME chief for- 
eign correspondent David 
Aikman discussed the personali- 
ties of figures who shape world 
events. Author, columnist William 
Safire appeared in March and 
humorist Calvin Trillin replaced 
author Dominick Dunne who 
found it necessary to remain in 
California on assignment at the 
trial of sports figure, O.J. Simpson. 

The seventh Walter S. 
Gubelmann Memorial Lecture 
took place on March 21, which 
was also the occasion for the 
formal dedication of the Audi-

Gubelmann. With several 
Gubelmann family members in 
the audience, William S. 
Gubelmann introduced General 
Norman Schwarzkopf, U.S. Army, 
(Ret.), who distinguished himself 
as Commander in Chief of United 
States Central Command and 
Commander of Operations of 
Desert Shield and Desert Storm in 
1990. The General, escorted by 
Executive Director Robert W. 
Safrin, arrived at the airport 
aboard E Eugene Dixon's plane in 
time to be the honored 
guest at a luncheon at the 
home of Mrs. Walter 
Gubelmann. In celebra- 
tion of the formal dedica- 
tion of the Walter S. 
Gubelmann Auditorium 
Mrs. Gubelmann also held 
a reception after the lec- 
ture for members of the 
Board of Trustees. The last 
speaker of the 1995 series 
was Tweed Roosevelt who 
conducted a photographic

In its third year, the 
Benefactor's Council attracted 43 
members. A lovely dinner under- 
written by Mrs. O. Ray Moore, 
Chairman of the Council, was 
held in the Gallery in February to 
honor them. 

A generous gift was pre- 
sented to The Society of the Four 
Arts by Dr. and Mrs. Arthur 
O'Keeffe. In recognition of the 
$1.5 million dollar gift, the build- 
ing in which the Gallery and 



Auditorium are located was 
named the Esther B. O'Keeffe 
Building. Mrs. O'Keeffe has en- 
joyed a prominent career as a por- 
trait painter and the gift reflects 
her continuing interest in art as 
well as her appreciation of Four 
Arts exhibitions. An announce- 
ment of the gift was made to the 
membership by F. Eugene Dixon, 
Jr. at a February lecture.

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1995-1996 

The 60 th Season 

T he sixtieth anniversary season 
began on December 1 with the 
traditionally lively Members' 
Opening Tea and Preview. It 
affords members and their guests 
an opportunity to meet some of 
the artists whose work is repre- 
sented in the exhibition, or who 
have received awards. The 57ih 
Annual National Exhibition of Con- 
temporary American Paintings was 
judged in November by Merrill 
Rueppel, former Director of the 
Contemporary Museum in Hono- 
lulu, Hawaii and the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston who returned 
for a third visit as juror for The 
Four Arts annual exhibition. Over 
450 artists from 31 states submit- 
ted works to the annual competi- 
tion, attracted both by the increas- 
ing national prestige of the exhibit 
and by the generous awards 
donated by loyal members. 

Other exhibitions for the year 
included a collection of French 
and American genre paintings in 
January — REDEFINING GENRE: 
French and American Painting, 1850- 



1900. With 75 paintings from 40 
museums in France and the 
United States, it presented a fine 
overview of subject matter and 
artists from the period. In Febru- 
ary, two decorative arts exhibits 
filled the galleries. Imperial 
Russian Porcelain, 1744-1917 from 
the Raymond F. Piper Collection 
displayed examples of rare porce- 
lain made by the Imperial Porce- 
lain Factory near St. Petersburg for 
members of the Romanov dynasty 
and the royal courts of Europe. It 
was complemented by an exhibit 
of American silver by Arthur J. 
Stone Master Silversmith who was 
one of the foremost artists of the 
American Arts and Crafts move- 
ment in Massachusetts from 1901, 
until his retirement in 1937. The 
distinguished Currier Gallery of 
Art in New Hampshire lent an 
important exhibit of American Art 
which included paintings by such 
prominent American artists as 
Winslow Homer, John Singleton 
Copley, Gilbert Stuart, Albert 
Bierstadt and Thomas Eakins, ac- 
companied by outstanding ex- 
amples of furniture, glass, silver 
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and pewter by the finest New 
England designers from the Colo- 
nial period through the early 20th 
century. 

The concert season was 
equally festive, beginning in De- 
cember with Metropolitan Opera 
star James Morris performing 
popular operatic arias. In January, 
Anthony and Joseph Paratore 
were featured in a concert for one 
piano, four hands. Once again. 
The Four Arts presented the large 
National Arts Centre Orchestra 
from Canada, with conductor 
Trevor Pinnock which featured

Jon Kimura Parker, the young pi- 
ano virtuoso, as soloist for a rare 
Monday evening concert which 
was the only date their crowded 
calendar would allow. It was a 
privilege to host Russia's famed 
Borodin Quartet for the season's 
last concert in March. Their fifti- 
eth anniversary was celebrated 
last year by a tour of Europe's most 
prestigious concert halls. 

A second event was added to 
the February social calendar. In 
addition to the biennial Gala Ben- 
efit dinner-dance, "A Night in 
Imperial Russia," co-chaired with 
great success by Mrs. William S. 
Gubelmann and Mrs. John H. 
Schuler on February 7, the newly 
formed Young Friends of the Four 
Arts held a buffet dinner-dance 
the following evening, using the 
same tent and decorations based 
on the marvelous Faberge eggs 
which were so popular with the 
Russian court. Chairmen Mr. and 
Mrs. F. Ashton de Peyser, III hosted

Mrs. O. Ray Moore, Chair- 
man of the Benefactors Council 
hosted an elegant dinner party at 
The Bath and Tennis Club in 
March, to honor the members of 
the 1995-96 Council. 

A superb roster of lecturers 
was planned in the Walter S. 
Gubelmann Auditorium to cel- 
ebrate the Four Arts' sixtieth sea- 
son. It included an exciting mix of 
the world's foremost authors and 
artists who are attracted by the 
continuing quality and distin- 
guished reputation of the Four 
Arts lecture series. 

The January appearance of 
former Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, retired U.S. Army 
General Colin Powell was among 
the leading attractions of the 
season, while author John Updike 
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Minister, Rt. Hon. Brian Mulroney, 
who proved a splendid replace- 
ment when journalist Bob 
Woodward was snow-bound in 
Washington. Letitia Baldrige 
spoke about American manners in 
an increasingly international 
arena. Wall Street Journal colum- 
nist A1 Hunt gave a deft overview 
of political jockeying in this year 
before a presidential election, 
while popular entertainer Mark 
Russell lightened the subject with 
his delightlfully wicked parodies. 

Olivier Bernier, the step-son 
of Four Arts' favorite lecturer 
Rosamond Bernier discussed the 
impact of two very different 
women - Madame Pompadour 
and Marie Antoinette - on 18th 
century style, decor, philosphy 
and politics. J. Carter Brown, 
Director Emeritus of Washington's 
National Gallery, presented the 
eighth annual Walter S. 
Gubelmann Memorial Lecture, 
ably introduced by William S. 
Gubelmann. Mr. Brown's lecture 
gave a view of his family's mod- 
ernist home, built in the 1930's by 
architect Richard Neutra and later 
destroyed by fire. The March 



schedule included journalist 
Hugh Sidey who spoke with 
authority about the last nine 
American Presidents whose 
careers he has chronicled for his 
long-running column in TIME 
magazine. March also included a 
surprise appearance by humorist 
Calvin Trillin who graciously filled 
in at the last minute for the ailing 
dancer, Gregory Hines. Trillin, a 
substitute speaker last year, 
referred to himself as the "Kelly 
Girl" of the Four Arts Lecture 
Series. Television personality Sir 
David Frost, who no doubt holds 
the trans-Atlantic commuting 
record, entertained the audience 
with reminiscenses of some of the 
landmark interviews which char- 
acterize his television career and 
was in turn, interviewed by the 
audience at the lively question 
and answer session that followed 
his planned remarks. Hon. 
Robert Bork, the final speaker of 
the 1995-96 series, discussed the 
damage to traditional American 
cultural values perpetrated by 
courts and law schools which em- 
phasize liberal theories of radical 
individualism and secularism at 
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the expense of traditional Judeo- 
Christian values. 

A large closed circuit televi- 
sion screen was mounted in the 
main gallery to provide extra seat- 
ing for the most popular lectures 
of the season. Overflow crowds 
were smoothly accommodated. 

At the Annual Meeting of the 



Board of Trustees held in March, 
President F. Eugene Dixon, Jr. was 
elected unanimously to serve a 
ninth term. All officers were re- 
elected to continue and the Board 
remained unchanged. Executive 
Director Robert W Safrin, celebrat- 
ing his tenth successful year, was 
also re-elected.

The Four Arts Library 

1984 - 1996 



I n 1985, Mrs. John Annan, then 
Mrs. A. Atwater Kent, Jr. who 
has been the chairman of the 
Library Committee since 1978, 
accepted the resignation of Helen 
McKinney, chief librarian at The 
Four Arts Library since 1957. Mrs. 
McKinney who is now retired, 
had been an unfailing source of 
good humor for colleagues and 
patrons alike for many years. 

One of the foremost concerns 
of Executive Director, Robert W. 
Safrin during his first season in 
1986-87, was the restoration of the 
Herter murals on the facade of the 
Library which were deteriorating 
in the strong Florida sun. The 
work was soon completed and 
canvas curtains were installed at 
the entrance to protect them from 
the elements. 

The Library has been the set- 
ting for a number of festive teas 
to honor notable lecturers and 
speakers. In 1986, the Library 
Committee hosted a tea and 
reception for English historian 



Lady Antonia Fraser following her 
lecture and in 1988, a reception 
was held for the Marquesa 
Nicoletta Pucci di Barsento after 
her illustrated talk on Italian 
gardens. In March 1990, the Li- 
brary and a tent on the adjoining 
lawn of the sculpture garden were 
the setting for a reception to honor 
H.S.H. Prince Albert of Monaco 
who charmed the assembly after 
his lecture on Monaco. A tea was 
held to honor FLR.H. Prince 
Philip, The Duke of Edinburgh 
who spoke in March of 1993. 
Library chairman, Mrs. John 
Annan greeted the Prince who 
then mingled amiably with the 
assembled guests. 

To meet the growing needs of 
patrons, the Main Library began 
to expand its collection of educa- 
tional videotapes and audiotapes 
in 1990 under the guidance of 
Mrs. Joanne Rendon, librarian 
since 1987. It now includes per- 
formances of operas and ballets, 
interviews with authors and 
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artists, art collections as well as 
travel films for an increasing 
number of destinations. The 
books on audio tape also offer a 
popular option to patrons, in 
addition to over 40,000 volumes 
in the Library's collection. 

In 1990, the personal collec- 
tion of books belonging to the late 
Polly Jessup was added to the 
Library's growing collection on 
decorative arts in April. A promi- 
nent interior designer, Mrs. Jessup 
assisted in the design for the wel- 
coming decor of the Library and 
its comfortable, attractive furnish- 
ings. The books are housed in a 
handsome cabinet designed and 
donated in her memory by John 
C. Hulse Sr. and H. Neal 
McGinnis, Mrs. Jessup's business 
partners. 

The relocation of the 
Children's Library from the 
second floor of the Main Library 
Building to its large, sunny new 
quarters on the second floor of the 
John E. Rovensky Building, began 
in September of 1993, supervised 
by Mrs. Joanne Rendon. Boxes of 
books were relocated in the many 



new rooms and a children's librar- 
ian was hired to oversee an 
expanded schedule of activities 
and displays. 

The stairway on the north 
side of the John E. Rovensky 
Building which leads from the 
building's side door was deco- 
rated with two colorful large 
abstract tapestries designed by 
prominent contemporary artists 
and donated by Mrs. Regina 
Slatkin for the Children's Library. 
Herbert Bayer's Ordered Amass- 
ment #3 was installed on the 
ground floor landing and Fritz 
Shoulder's Flowers hangs in the 
stairwell. These bright works 
present a cheerful welcome. 

Since 1994, the Annual Gifted 
Child Art Exhibition of the Excep- 
tional Student Education Department 
of Palm Beach County has been held 
in the spacious new Children's Art 
Gallery on the second floor. The 
gallery was also outfitted with a 
pull-down screen for films and 
slide presentations. In 1995, the 
Children's Gallery was named in 
honor of Mary Alice Fortin, in rec- 
ognition of her generous donation 



to The Society of the Four Arts. 

The opening of the John E. 
Rovensky Building in 1993, pro- 
vides superior facilities in the 
Children's Library for different 
age groups as well as expanded 
educational programs. A number 
of events were held in 1993 and 
1994 with specialists invited for 
demonstrations of local plants, 
butterflies, fish and snakes. In 
spring 1995, Palm Beach Mayor 
Paul Ilyinsky presented a talk for 
youngsters on model motorized 
airplanes using antique planes 
from his personal collection for the 
demonstration. 

With space newly available 
on the second floor of the Main 
Library Building for general use in 
1993, ten watercolor illustrations 
by Glen Boyles depicting interior 
designs of rooms in Palm Beach 
homes were installed. They were 
a gift to The Four Arts by Jessup 
and Company, interior design 
firm. A painting from Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Simpson Dean, Jr. by 
Florida artist John David Hower 
of a landscape of the Swanee River 
is also displayed in the Main 
Library on the second floor. 



It was decided in 1994, to 
designate an area on the second 
floor of the Main Library to 
protect special volumes and 
collections. The necessary work 
was carried out, and the rare book 
room opened in December 1995, 
in time to receive an extensive col- 
lection of first edition books on 
hunting and game fishing which 
was the generous gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry E McIntosh, IV. Many 
are rare and especially beautiful 
out-of-print volumes collected 
since the 18th century by four gen- 
erations of Mclntoshes who were 
all avid sportsmen and outdoors- 
men. Patrons are now able to 
make use of these volumes as well 
as the Mizner collection and other 
special books by calling in 
advance. 

In January 1996, a memorial 
tribute to James Ingram Merrill 
(1928-1995) was held on the 
second floor of the Main Library. 
Mr. Merrill, a step-brother of Ex- 
ecutive Committee member, Mrs. 
Robert A. Magowan, is regarded 
as the foremost poet of his genera- 
tion. He was awarded every 
major literary award for his works
